A Gallup poll reflected that within two months after publi- 
cation one out of every five Americans had either heard of 
the book or read it. That in itself is a phenomenon in book 
publishing circles.

A number of persons interviewed turned in sexual 
calendars and diaries showing their day-to-day activities 
over some period of time. The calendars cover periods which 
range from six months to thirty-five years; and they clearly 
indicate the monthly periodicity of sexual responsiveness in 
the female, and the lack of any such periodicity in the male, 
Kinsey urges all persons who have kept day by day calendars 
showing the frequencies and the sources of their sexual 
outlet, to place the accumulated data at his disposal for 
further study.

Shortly after the appearance of the Kinsey Report the above 
titled book was published in the same year 1948. It carried a subtitle, 
"A Symposium on the Kinsey Report. " The book was dedicated. To Alfred 
C. Kinsey and His Co-Workers," "whose pioneer explorations in the 
tabooed territories of sex are opening up new paths of truth toward 
knowledge and human happiness ." This book is a series of short articles 
written by 14 different men and women reviewing the Kinsey Report from 
14 different aspects, anthropological, psychiatrical, sociological, etc. 

KINSEY, REPORT CAUSED A FUROR IN UNITED STATES 

Following publication of the Kinsey report thousands upon 
thousands of words were printed both in protest against it and commen- 
dation for it.

Speaking as a scientist, he said 
that it would be "utter nonsense" 
to try to determine one single

KINSEY said that many Cen- 
tral European and Latin Ameri- 
can residents are amazed to find 
that 3 per cent of all persons in 
United States prisons are sex 
offenders and that California has 
a prison population of which 10 
per cent are sex violators. 

Much of our pattern of law 
regarding sex, he said, "merely 
preserves Talmudic tradition." 

Many laws on sex, he said, pro- 
vide opportunity for blackmail.
